paper as follows: 

Hlowell reached the climax of his speech when he read.a letter from J. A. Sibley, a 
close personal friend of Watson, pledging Watson’s: (populist) support if -Howell would 
take yp Watson's views on disfranchisement. He declared Smith would accept: these views 
if Howell would not. He urged Howell to accept and “drive Smith out of the race.” This 
letter was a bombshell in the speech and created a profound sensation. 

The Sibley letter and Mr. Howell’s reply which The Atlanta News correspondent 


refers to as bombshells in the Smith camp follow: 


THE OFFER TO MR, HOWELL. 


TLANTA, Ga., July 14, 1905.—Hon. Clark Howell—My Dear Clark: 
wound up-an interesting trip of eight days’ touring through Tennessee and Virginia 
with my friend, Hon. Tom Watson. We thoroughly discussed the chances of Hon. 

Hoke Smith and yourself, and came to the conclusion that all this corporation talk 
nothing but a skirmish fight—that the all-absorbing contention will be the disfranchise 
_ment of the negro. Mr. Watson, you will remember, in his Atlanta speech of September, 
1904, pledged himself to disfranchisement. We both feel that if the present legislature 
adopts measures disfranchising the negro that Hoke will have “‘no wind in his sails” and 
will have practically nothing to rally on, and that you will win. 

You will recall that I have for years been your warm personal friend—ever since we 
served together in the house of representatives, of which you were speaker. I want you 
elected governor, and I am particularly anxious to have you secure Mr. Watson’s support 
to that end. 

He does not like Hoke Smith, and personally you have always been very kind to 
him while differing with him politically. Your attitude toward him personally, and the 
other populists of Georgia, has been in striking contrast with that of The Atlanta Journal, 
which Mr. Watson ordered discontinued from his home because he was unwilling to have 
it go to his house. 

If you had agreed to support the disfranchisement amendment I feel satisfied that 
Smith could not secure Watson’s support. .I know that he dislikes Hoke Smith, and ]

previous general assembly, the Glenn 
bill was enacted, giving the counties of 
the .state the right to tax all railroad 
Property in the resp@otive counties. A 
similar bil] for the cities and towns was 
passed the following year. Both had my 
earnest support on the floor as a mem- 
ber. Up to that time neither the coun- 
ties nor the municipalities had the right 
to tax railroad property, all tax claims 
being satisfied under the general state 
tax on such property. Since that time 
the counties and cities of the state, re- 
gardless of the taxes paid direct to the 
State, have received from this source 
alone the stupendous aggregate of about 
ten million dollars. 

Three years ago the general assembly 
passed what is known as the franchise 
tax bill—~a measure giving the state the 
right to tax special charter privileges en- 
joyed by the railroads. When the bill 
came to the senate late in the session, 
maturally, with a measure of such ‘m- 
portance, and involving so great a tax, 
there was much division over it. Some 
Senators wanted one kind of a bill, some 
another, and still others thought the 
time not ripe for such an advanced step— 
a step far in advance of that taken by 
other southern and many northern states, 
As presidem of the senate I saw the di- 
vision meant danger to the bill, and 
when the measure was up for final ac- 
tion, in order to harmonize the contend- 
ing elements among the senators, I sug- 
gested that a special committee be ap- 
pointed to take up the Whole matter with 
the -comptroller general for informa- 
tion concerning disputed points.

Poor David! 

Those fateful. symbols, ‘‘dismissed,”’ 
“resigned,” ‘reinstated,’ “reappointed,” 
“dismissed,’’ play leapfrog with sinister

Why dismissed? Why did he resign? 
Why was he reappointed? Why-.was he 
reinstated? Note that he was OUT when 
the bishop. wrote that letter in Novem- 
ber; 1892, 4n@ EN“as soon ae Smith’ got 
in the March follwing. And when froke 
teft' the cabinet he was bounced again! 

And -then. there's: John—another son of 
the bishop.: Here’s John’s record: 

“John P, Turner,'son of Bishop Turner, 
appointed from Atlanta as clerk in the 
department of the interior; salary. $1,000. 
Promoted by Secretary Smith by assign. | 
ment ag special examiner in the field with 
payment of al) traveling expenses, as well 
as salary. Duty being to investigate the 
claims of pension applicants. Still a clerk | 
in pension bureau at $1,000.—From Offi-)| 
cial Records Interior Department.”’ 

To examine white pension applicants! 
That was John’s business, and at $1,000 
per year and $3 a day expenses, amount- 
ing to 61,000 per year more—$2,000 in 
all—or the equivalent of i00 bales of 
cotton at the prices then prevailing. 
There wasn’t one farmer in a hundred 
in Georgia thén raising 100 bales of cot- 
tan as his own. 

He tells us that it was necessary to 
adopt the disfranchisement law to Keep 
the negroes out of office in North Caroli- 
na, but nobody heard anything about a | 
disfranchisement law for the Turner fam- 
ily in the interior. department when he 
was in charge! 

How many white men in Georgia in the 
dreadful days of the panic of 1893—with 
cotton at 4 cents per pound and idle 
workingmen selling their tools for bread 
—would have grasped the yawning oppor. 
tunities offered the Turner family? 

And David and John--hoW near it came 
to being- David and Jonathan—were not 
all. There wags Cornelius King, son in| 
law of Bishop Turner—ancther $1,000 po- 
sition, ‘with Georgia farmers selling their 
cotton at 4 cents a pound, in a declin- 
ing market.

'Redard, of Geneva Switzerland. 


'Frank C. Perkins, who tells of the dis- 
covery in an article, “Blue Electric 
Light as an Anaesthetic,” in the Feb- 
ruary Technical Magazine, says: 

The apparatus employed is simple, con- 
sisting of an electric incandescent lamp, 
with a blue globe and a reflector, to- 
‘gether with a blue vei] used for covering 
the face of the patient and excluding al’ 
traces of sunlight while the are rays are 
doing their work. 

Dr. Redard claims that after the pba- 
tient has. attentively fixed his eyes on 
the blue rays for two or three minutas 
he will become unconscious, after which 
a small surgica! operation—such, for ex- 
ample, as the removal of a tooth—can De 
‘performed without causing the patient 
the slightest pain. 

The awakening from the effect of the

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The New Orleans Cotton Convention. 
One year ago the situation as to the 
south’s great crop was alarming. It 
was clear that 12,000,000 bales had been 
produced in 1904, with the probabilities 
strongly in favor of 14,000,000 bales. 

The cotton growers convened in New 
Orleans in response to a call by Hon. 
Harvie Jordan, president of the then 
Southern, Cotton Pyoduters’ Protective 
Association, on January 24 for a three 
days’ session. 

A month previous, at Shreveport, La., 
a great convention assembied for the pur- 
pose of discussing the threatening atti- 
tude of and army of boll weevils, re- 
solved itself into the Nationa! Cotton As- 
frociation and adopted as its motto a 
legend: ‘‘Diversification—something to 
sell every day.’’ 

Largely the membership of these two 
great Organizations composed the con- 
vention of January 24-28, 1905. 

Everybody seemed to comprehend the 
situation. Everybody recognized the 
fact that the country was threatened 
with 4-cent cotton. No argument was 


| needed to convince men that 4-cent cot- 


ton would mean bankruptcy and financial 
ruin to the south. Hence it was that 
manufacturers of cotton goods and bank- 
ers journeyed to New Orleans in com- 
pany with the men who produce three- 
fourths of the cotton of the whole world. 

A memorable convention was that of 
January 24-25, 1906. When the assem- 
bly was called to order by Mr. Jordan 
thirty-five hunidred intelligent, earnest 
faces turned to the rostrum. Intense 
enthusiasm pervaded the assembly, but 
it was of that quiet nature that meant 
business more than applause. When 
Mr. Jordan rapped the convention to or- 
der spot cotton daily was wobbling be- 
tween 6 and 7 cents; New York January 
futures ranged from 6.64 to 6.70; May 
6.78 to 6.84. 

January 8, 1906, January futures open- 
ed in New York at 11.10 and closed at 
11.25. Local spots 11.16@11.50. 

A more hard fought battle was never 
begun and won by any ass@gciation of 
producers in this world than that begun 
and triumphantly won by the Southern 
Cotton Association. 

The association had not only to con- 
trol the movement of the more than 
13,000,000-bale crop of 1904, but its hope 
and its very life depended on a prompt 
and cheerful compliance with the recom- 
mendation that the cotton acreage for 
1905 should be reduced at least one- 
fourth, and the quantity of fertilizers 
usually purchased for cotton be reduced 
one-fourth. 

When the report for the year 1905 is 
made on the !I/ith instant by President 
Jordan, it will be discovered that the 
highest hopes of the convention of one 
year ago have ripened into full fruition. 

The convention which meets at New 
Orleans today will be solidly enthusias- 
tic; it will be strong enough to be wise 
in all its deliberations. The acreage for 

1905 must not be increased. The wiser 
policy would be to reduce it, and by 
improved methods and rapid cultivation 
increase the yield per acre. 

President Jordan will be accorded the 
acclaim—the high praise of the conven- 
tion. He deserves it, because he has 
won it. So also will be plaudits of 
the convention go out to each officer 
of the Southern Cotton Association and 
the officers of the several state asso- 
ciations. To each and all of them may 
be truthfully spoken that strongest meed 
of praise: ‘‘Well done, good and faith- 
fu] servants: enter into your reward’— 
our supreme confidence.

The trial of Midshipman John P. Mil- 
ler, of Lancaster, Ky. will follow that 
of Decatur. There are two charges 
against him, each supported by four 
specifications. : 

The court at once took up the ques- 
tion of the plea in bar submitted by De- 
catur’s counsel, raising the question of 
whether or not the last specification in 
the case was not materially the same as 
the one on which Decatur had ajready 
been tried. This, if true, it was argued, 


would put the prisoner in jeopardy for) 


the same offense. : 
Judge Advocate Harrison argued that 
hazing and “encouraging or countenanc- 
ing hazing’’ were distinct offenses, and 
therefore it was perfectly proper for 
the accused to be tried on the latter 
charge, after acquittal on the charge of 
hazing.
